The Board voted to continue with the residential Factor of 1. The Board voted unanimously not to change to a two- 
tiered split system which would have cut taxes slightly on residential properties but would have increased business 
taxes substantially.

3. Presentation: Snow Season Preparation

Mr. Rademacher presented the DPW's Snow and Ice Procedures for 2013/2014. Snow removed in large quantity for 
the purpose of clearing long stretches of road will be accomplished by outside contractors and trucked directly out of 
town. It was noted that conditions may be so unusual or unexpected that a departure from these general policies may 
be necessary. Therefore, when conditions warrant, the Public Works Director in consultation with the Town Manager, 
may order a departure from these general rules when, in the opinion of the Director of Public Works, conditions require 
such action. 

Paulo Marinelli, 28 Brooks Avenue, asked the Director of Public Works, if the Town was going to continue removing 
snow from bus stops, curb cuts and the Minuteman Trail as they had done last year. Mr. Rademacher 

assured him the same policies would continue after a snowstorm. 

Mr. Greeley moved receipt of report and the Board thanked Mr. Rademacher for his presentation.
